City needs to 
streamline 
its waste 
collection: 
Councillor 

The city is sending a 
mixed message about 
waste collection, accord¬ 
ing to Conn. Karen Leibo- 
vici, who would like to see 
a more uniform approach 
to waste receptacles in 
city-owned public spaces, 
such as parks, transit 
centres and streets. 

With more than 20 
different kinds, many 
receptacles don’t provide 
options for the same 
habits homeowners are 
encouraged to have, said 
Leibovici. 

“We were one of the 
first cities (in North 
America) to have the 
blue-box program. We 
have a number of differ¬ 
ent initiatives,” she said. 
“But... when you go to 
our public spaces, we 
don’t have most of those 
receptacles.” 

Conn. Ben Henderson 
agreed there is a lack of 
consistency. 

“Looking at a bus stop 
... there is just a chunky 
old garbage can,” he said. 

Administration has 
been asked to return to a 
council committee with 
a report on options and 
cost implications, though 
Leibovici said cost should 
be minimal if replace¬ 
ment is done on a “go- 
forward basis.” 

“If we want to re¬ 
inforce our message of re¬ 
using and recycling, then 
we need ... to do that,” she 
said. “It’s just a message 
as to what we care about 
as a city.” 

Also ideal would be ty¬ 
ing the structures into the 
atmosphere of each com¬ 
munity through painting 
and artwork, as is done 
with utility boxes in some 
areas, Leibovici added.

The first aircraft acquired 
by the Alberta Aviation Mu¬ 
seum was in 1980, when a 
1933 Fairchild 71C made its 
way to Edmonton from a 
lake in the Northwest Ter¬ 
ritories. 

It is one of 55 aircraft 
currently in the museum’s 
collection, scratched off an 
acquisition list of 100. 

“On the outside looking 
in, it’s hard to understand 
how we pick aircraft,” said 
executive director Thomas 
Hinderks. “We’re about 
halfway there.” 

The collection policy 
first focuses on Edmonton, 
then Alberta and the North, 
then elsewhere as it relates 
locally. 

“A lot of museums will 
bring (in) everything they 
can. We’ve actually turned 
down somewhere around 
18 aircraft over the last

three years,” said Hinderks. 

Aircraft are donated and 
restored by volunteers, 
though the public was ap¬ 
proached last year to fund¬ 
raise for a Starfighter F-104. 

“We usually get what no¬ 
body else wants and rebuild 
it,” said Hinderks. 

In order to acquire and 
put 100 aircraft on display, 
Hinderks said the museum 
needs to expand in size. 

Perkins - 1 - Will, which is 
redeveloping the closing 
City Centre Airport, has 
agreed to factor something 
in, which Hinderks accepts 
with cautious optimism. 

“We know where we 
need to go, and we have 
a good idea on how to get 
there,” he said. 




Seismic drilling has landowners nervous 



A group of Alberta land- 
owners on a pristine swath 
of Prairie grassland along 
the eastern slopes of the 
Rocky Mountains fear 
planned seismic drilling in 
the area will open the door 
to unwelcome oil and gas 
activity and permanent en¬ 
vironmental damage. 

The region, south of Cal¬ 
gary near Claresholm, is 
home to one of the largest 
remaining tracts of rough 
fescue grass, a refuge for 
many species of wildlife 
and a critical aquifer for 
southern Alberta. 

The upper watersheds of 
the eastern slopes provide 


water for the needs of the 
primarily rural economy 
downstream. 

Word that a seismic com¬ 
pany is planning to begin 
drilling test holes along 
Crown-owned road allow¬ 
ances in the region was met 
with immediate dismay. 

“The water is the con¬ 
cern and the damage to the 
grass, and fire,” said local 
rancher Shauna Burton. 
“I guess the thing is once 
they’re in here it’s the start 
of things to come. They 
know this is the water¬ 
shed. It’s no secret this is 
the source of the water. It 
starts on the eastern slopes 


and what has the govern¬ 
ment done to protect it? 
Nothing. 

“It is like opening Pan¬ 
dora’s Box because once 
they’re in, they’re in.” 

Burton is worried the 
drilling could spur future 
oil and gas activity in the 
relatively untouched re¬ 
gion, including hydraulic 
fracturing, an extraction 
method that has attracted 
a great deal of controversy.

A Montreal university student 
was detained at the U.S. border, 
held for several hours, interro¬ 
gated, had his personal be¬ 
longings searched and saw his 
computer confiscated for over 
a week. 

What caught the authorities’ 
attention? His doctoral research 
on Islamic studies, he says. 

In a case that has attracted 
media attention in the U.S., 
Pascal Abidor has become 
embroiled in a drawn-out 
legal battle with the Amer¬ 
ican government. 

Abidor, a 28-year-old Amer¬ 
ican and French dual citizen, 
was returning by train to Brook¬ 


lyn in May 2010 when a U.S. 
Customs and Border Protection 
agent stopped him at the border 
in Champlain, N.Y. 

The agent turned on Abidor’s 
computer and foimd photos of 
rallies by the Hamas mihtant 
group. He says he explained 
that he had downloaded them 
from Google as part of his Mc¬ 
Gill University doctoral disserta¬ 
tion on the modem history of 


Shiites in Lebanon. 

When Abidor’s laptop was 
returned 11 days later, there 
was evidence that many of his 
personal files had been opened, 
he said. A federal judge heard 
arguments in July 2011 by the 
U.S. government for throwing 
out the lawsuit. The judge has 
yet to mle on whether he will 
dismiss the case.

Jets*price tag 
not news to 
MacKay 

Defence Minister Peter 
MacKay says he was aware 
two years ago that it would 
cost closer to $25 billion 
to buy a new fleet of F-35 
stealth fighter jets.

It has been three years since 
eight-year-old Victoria Staf¬ 
ford vanished outside her 
school in Woodstock, Ont., 
and in the midst of the trial 
of the man accused in her 
death, her family is spending 
a quiet day marking the grim 
anniversary. 

Her father Rodney Staf¬ 
ford and his family paid a vis¬ 
it to Tori’s grave, as they have 
been most days throughout 
the trial of Michael Rafferty 
in London, Ont. 

April 8, 2009, was the day 
Tori never returned home 
from school and never would 
again. 

It’s tough to recall that 
day and the agonizing 


months that followed, before 
her remains were discovered 
that July, but at the same 
time each April 8 is just an¬ 
other day without Tori, said 
Rodney Stafford. 

“Yes, it’s an anniversary, 
but I don’t want to keep re¬ 
living that day,” he said. 

“There’s a deeper loss be¬ 
cause she’s gone, but at the 
same time there’s more posi¬ 
tive out there.” 

Since Tori disappeared 
the community support for 
the family has been over¬ 
whelming, Stafford said. 

On Easter Sunday in 2009 
a candlelight vigil for Tori, 
then missing four days, was 
organized and well over 


1,000 people from Wood- 
stock and beyond flooded a 
parking lot in town to pray 
for the girl’s safe return. 

That same day, court has 
heard, Terri-Lynne McClintic 
was arrested on a breach of 
probation. 

She later confessed to 
abducting Tori and pleaded 
guilty to first-degree murder. 

McClintic also faces a new 
unrelated charge of assault 
causing bodily harm in con¬ 
nection with an incident last 
January at the Grand Valley 
Institution for Women, the 
prison where she is serving 
her sentence. 

Rafferty, 31, has pleaded 
not guilty to first-degree 


murder, sexual assault caus¬ 
ing bodily harm and kidnap¬ 
ping. 

The Staffords have at¬ 
tended every day of the trial, 
though they say it’s difficult 
to listen to the allegations 
against Rafferty. The support 
of people across the country 
is one thing that keeps them 
going, they say. 

Well-wishers ask what 
they can do to honour Tori’s 
memory, and for now Staf¬ 
ford just hopes everyone can 
spend time with family, as he 
will. 

“It’s Easter weekend,” he 
said. “Enjoy it. Grab your 
kids close.”

Avalanche on world s 
highest battlefield

At least 135 soldiers

Rescue workers used bulldoz¬ 
ers Sunday to dig through 
huge banks of snow follow¬ 
ing a massive avalanche a 
day earlier in Siachen that 
engulfed a military com¬ 
plex and buried at least 135 
people. 

Most of the victims were 
soldiers. 

The avalanche occurred 
in a mountain battleground 
close to the Indian border. 

More than 24 hours after 
the disaster at the entrance to 
the Siachen Glacier, no bod¬ 
ies have yet been recovered, 
said military officials. 

The accident, which is on 
the northern tip of the div¬ 
ided Kashmir region claimed 
by both India and Pakistan, 
highlighted the risks of de- 
plo37ing troops in one of the 
most inhospitable places on 


earth. 

Troops have been posted 
at elevations of up to 6,700 
metres and have skirmished 
intermittently since 1984. 
The glacier is known as the 
world’s highest battlefield. 

The army said 240 troops 


and civilians worked at the 
scene Sunday with the aid of 
sniffer dogs and heavy ma¬ 
chinery. 

Pakistan and India have 
fought three wars since 1947; 
two have been over Kashmir. 

Conflict there began in 


1984 when India occupied 
the heights of the 78-kilo¬ 
metre long glacier. 

The soldiers stationed 
there brave viciously cold 
temperatures, altitude sick¬ 
ness and high winds. 
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Police backed by a helicopter 
arrested two men early Sun¬ 
day and said they would face 
murder charges in the recent 
shootings that terrorized 
Tulsa’s black community. 

Three people were killed 
and two others were critically 
wounded. 

Police spokesman said 
the two men were arrested 
at a home just north of Tulsa 
about 2 a.m. Sunday and were 
expected to be charged with 
three counts of first-degree 
murder and two counts of 
shooting with intent to kill. 

While police identified 
the men as white and all the 
victims are black, authorities 
have not described the shoot¬ 
ings as racially motivated 
and declined to discuss that 
issue. 

Community leaders, how¬ 
ever, expressed concern 
about the motivation for 
the shootings on Tulsa’s pre¬ 
dominantly black north side, 
as well as the possibility that 
they would provoke a vigi¬ 
lante response. 

The Rev. Warren Blakney 
Sr., president of the Tulsa 
chapter of the National Asso¬ 
ciation for the Advancement 
of Colored People, a civil- 
rights organization, said that 
word of the arrests had pro¬ 


vided a great sense of relief 

“The community once 
again can go about its busi¬ 
ness without fear of there 
being a shooter on the streets 
on today, on Easter morning,” 
he said. 

Police said they linked the 
shootings because they hap¬ 
pened about the same time 
and within a few kilometres 
of each other. 

All five victims were out 
walking when they were shot. 
Four were found in yards, and 
one in the street. 

Police have said they don’t 
believe the victims knew one 
another. They identified the 
men in custody as Jake Eng¬ 
land, 19, and Alvin Watts, 32, 
but gave no hometowns for 
them. 

Officers said they were 
taken early Sunday for ques¬ 
tioning at a downtown Tulsa 
police station, where they 
would be booked and jailed. 

Tulsa police Chief Chuck 
Jordan called the attacks vi¬ 
cious and cowardly. Police 
said they did not have a mo¬ 
tive for the shootings. 

Tulsa police had at least 
two dozen officers investigat¬ 
ing the case, along with the 
FBI, the U.S. Marshals Service 
and other agencies. 
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60 Minutes’ 
‘interrogator’ Mike 
Wallace dies at 93 


Obituary. Feared for 
his prosecutorial style, 
Wallace's reputation 
arrived for the 
interview before 
he did 


“Mike Wallace is here to see 
you.” 

The 60 Minutes joumahst’s 
reputation as a pitiless inquisi¬ 
tor was so fearsome that it was 
often said that those were the 
most dreaded words in the 
English language, capable of re¬ 
ducing an interview subject to a 
shaking, sweating mess. 

Wallace, who won his 21st 
and final Emmy Award at 
89, died Saturday in the New 
Canaan, Conn., care facility 
where he had lived the last few 
years of his life. He was 93. 

Wallace didn’t just inter¬ 
view people. He interrogated 
them. He cross-examined them. 
Sometimes he eviscerated 
them. His weapons were many: 
Thorough research, a cocked 
eyebrow, a skeptical “Come on” 
and a question so direct some¬ 



times it took your breath away. 

He was well aware that Ms 
reputation arrived at an inter¬ 
view before he did, said Jeff 
Eager, CBS News chairman and 
Wallace’s long-time producer at 
60 Minutes. 


“He loved it,” Eager said 
Simday “He loved that part of 
Mike Wallace. He loved being 
Mike Wallace. He loved the 
fact that if he showed up for an 
interview, it made people nerv¬ 
ous.... He knew, and he knew 
that everybody else knew, that 
he was going to get to the truth. 
And that’s what motivated 
him.” 

Wallace made 60 Minutes 
compulsively watchable, tele¬ 
vision’s first newsmagazine 
that became appointment 
viewing on Simday nights. His 
last interview, in January 2008, 
was with Roger Clemens on Ms 
alleged steroid use. Slowed by a 
triple bypass later that month 
and the ravages of time, he re¬ 
tired from public life. 

“Many people who weath¬ 
ered a Mike Wallace interview 
grew to respect him greatly 
and, you know, have great re¬ 
gard for Mm because I don’t re¬ 
call anybody ever saying to me, 
‘He took a cheap shot’ or ‘He did 
the obvious,”’ Fox News Chan¬ 
nel chairman Roger Ailes said 
on Sunday. “He actually was try¬ 
ing to serve the audience, and 
that’s what made him great.”

Part of the solution to Canada’s 
poor export performance lies 
with natural resources, but sim¬ 
ply pumping oil out the door 
won’t suffice, says the governor 
of the Bank of Canada.

Toughing it out

Transformation. Band 
came to the brink 
of a breakup before 
enlisting the help of 
a new producer who 
helped them push 
their sound forward 


The past decade hasn’t been an 
entirely peaceful time for Our 
Lady Peace. 

Frontman Raine Maida con¬ 
cedes that diminishing record 
sales, a hobbled industry and 
an occasional feeling of creative 
aimlessness brought the Toron¬ 
to band closer to the brink of a 
breakup than they’ve otherwise 
been in nearly 20 years of play¬ 
ing together. But Maida says the 
alt-rock quartet stayed united 


in large part because they could 
sense a creative breakthrough 
was around the comer, and he 
feels they’ve foimd it with new 
disc. Curve. “I think the last 10 
years were probably the most 
tumultuous, and we never 
broke up because even when 
we were really on the cusp of 
it — of walking away from this 
—because we hadn’t made this 
record,” Maida said during a 
recent interview in Toronto. “I 
think we all really knew in our 
hearts we hadn’t got there yet.” 

The transformative process 
began the first time the band 


got into a room with producer 
Jason Lader (known for helm¬ 
ing discs by Maroon 5, Rilo 
Kiley and Elvis Costello), who 
was blimt in summing up his 
thoughts on some of the ma¬ 
terial the band was working 
with at the time. 

And Maida said it was cmde 
candour, not tact, that the band 
needed. “It’s hke when you’re 
in a relationship for a long time 
with someone — it gets harder 
and harder to pull the right 
things out of people,” he said. “I 
can only push Jeremy (Taggart) 
so hard as a dmmmer and he’s 


only going to say certain things 
to me as a lyricist... it’s all baby 
steps. But then we brought 
Jason in and it’s like no baby 
steps. No filter. ‘This sucks. You 
guys don’t listen to this kind of 
music, why would you make a 
record like this? Let’s challenge 
you.’” 

For Maida, the process 
meant revisiting records that 
inspired him — early Peter Gab¬ 
riel and David Bowie — to draw 
inspiration. The band pushed 
to find deeper grooves, unusual 
rh 5 ^hms and new textures, add¬ 
ing keyboards (or guitars that 
soimded like keyboards) and 
new vocal wrinldes to subtly 
tweak their soimd. 

It was important to Maida 
that the band not stray too far 
from their traditional soimd, 
but instead push it forward. 

Largely, the new tunes 


sound a little subtler, a little 
funkier. The supple Window 
Seat slowly heats to a boil. Fire 
in the Hen House dances atop 
a nimble bassline while album- 
closer Mettle mixes spoken- 
word recordings over delicately 
plucked guitar strings. 

The recordings in question 
came from conversations con¬ 
ducted with 74-year-old Can¬ 
adian boxing legend George 
Chuvalo. Maida — a lifelong 
fan of boxing and mixed mar¬ 
tial arts — went to Chuvalo’s 
home with a tape recorder 
to talk about the boxer’s life, 
which was racked with hard¬ 
ship. Chuvalo lost three of his 
sons to suicide or addiction and 
his first wife also took her own 
life. “There’s so much depth 
to George,” Maida said. “He’s a 
fighter in and out of the ring.”

Dempsey, who has driven 
at Le Mans before, exemplifies 
the “timeless cool” that is part 
of the channel’s brand as it tar¬ 
gets a male, upscale audience, 
Scanlon said. TTie actor also can 
bring racing’s drama to a new 
generation, he said, following 
in the tradition of other stars 
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who competed on film and in 
real life, including Paul New¬ 
man (Winning), James Gamer 
(Grand Prix) and Steve Mc¬ 
Queen (Le Mans). 

The mix, however, creates 
a burden of proof that an ac¬ 
tor isn’t merely a dilettante 
driver. 

“You have people who are 
skeptical, who are looking for 
any mistake to make that the 
stoiy, rather than the small 
things you’ve done success¬ 
fully,” Dempsey said. 

He and his Mazda racing 
team have gained increasing 
credibility. Even with com¬ 
mitments to his day job that 
limit his competition, Demp¬ 
sey posted top 10 finishes, 
including a career-best third 
last year with his teammates 
at the Rolex 24 in Da34ona 
Beach, Fla.

Water pumps. Old, 
inefficient technology 
hurts the environment 
and wastes money

Water is heavy. And it wants to 
move in one direction: down. 

Human civilization needs 
water to go up — to the top 
floors of houses, office blocks, 
schools, apartment buildings 
and skyscrapers. 

That takes an enormous 
amount of energy. Studies 
show about 18.5 per cent 
of all electrical power is ex¬ 
pended moving water — and 
much of it is being wasted. 

So says Jes Munk Hansen, 
North American president of 
Gmndfos, the world’s largest 
producer of water pumps. 

“If you go into a hotel or 
school or bank and look at 
their mechanical room, you 
will see electric pumps that 
are typically quite old — 
technology from the ’50s and

sometimes earlier,” he says. 

“These pumps are not only 
inefiicient by themselves, they 
basically run all the time be¬ 
cause they don’t have intelh- 
gence to tell them when to run. 
It’s as silly as leaving your car 
engine running all night.” 

Hansen says this is a prob¬ 
lem that actually feeds on it¬ 
self We need energy to move 
water, and water is essential 
to producing energy. 

“What makes our pumps 
special is that the motors have 
added software and electronics. 
(We make) intelhgent pumps 
that only consume the energy 
they absolutely need to.” 

It’s a problem most of us 
aren’t even aware of Hansen 
says a signiflcant part of his 
company’s work is simply 
educating landlords that this 
huge, expensive problem 
exists in the first place. 


Reducing consumption 


Hansen says the bigger a 
nation’s economy, the more 
energy is consumed pumping 
water. He also says Europe 
is a decade ahead of North 
America in addressing it. 


• “There are technolo¬ 
gies available today that 
can solve this,” he says. 
"Consumers can save on 
their utility bills, the local 
municipalities and utility 
companies can reduce 
their resource consump¬ 
tion, and we make good 
business out of this. This 
is also about creating new 
green jobs." 


The potential savings are 
staggering. “If the starting 
point is that almost 20 per 
cent of all electricity is con¬ 
sumed by water pumps, im¬ 
agine if we can take out ... a 
quarter of that,” says Hansen. 
“That would be an enormous 
amount, the equivalent of 
many, many power plants — 
many nuclear plants.”

Whether you feel a sense of 
obligation about your work 
or are sta 3 dng on the job 
because you don’t see an al¬ 
ternative, new research sug¬ 
gests the end result for em¬ 
ployees could be the same: 
burnout. 

According to Montreal 
researchers, the decision to 
stick with your company 
— whether by choice or be¬ 


cause of slim pickings in 
the job market — can lead 
to emotional exhaustion, a 
chronic state of physical and 
mental depletion resulting 
from continuous stress and 
excessive job demands. 

The study was conducted 
by Concordia University, Uni- 
versite de Montreal and HEC 
Montreal. The findings were 
published in the journal Hu¬ 
man Relations. 

Concordia assistant pro¬ 
fessor and study co-author 
Alexandra Panaccio and her 
colleagues surveyed 260 
workers from various indus¬ 
tries, including information 
technology, health services, 
engineering and architec¬ 
ture.

“It may be that, in the 
absence of an emotional 
bond with the organ¬ 
ization, commitment 
based on obligation is 
experienced as a kind 
of indebtedness — a 
loss of autonomy that 
is emotionally draining 
over time.”

aged 34 on average — 33 
per cent held managerial 
positions, while 50 per cent 
worked in the public sector. 


The study found that 
people who stay in their or¬ 
ganizations because they feel 
an obligation toward their 
employer are more likely to 
experience burnout. 

A similar effect can also 
be seen among workers who 
stay the course because they 
don’t see alternatives for em¬ 
ployment outside their cur¬ 
rent organizations. 

Researchers also meas¬ 
ured various t 3 ^es of organ¬ 
izational commitments, like 
whether employees identi¬ 
fied with a company’s goals 
and values and whether they 
felt an obligation to stay.

As the latest national 
figures show youth engage¬ 
ment in volunteering sur¬ 
ging ahead, Lovell’s experi¬ 
ence underscores the age 
discrimination many young 
Canadians are trying to 
overcome. 

In her case, after repeat¬ 
edly showing that she had 
met all regulatory require¬ 
ments, Lovell said she got a 
call from the mall a day be¬ 
fore her event and was told 
her sale couldn’t go ahead. 
She then had to call the cor¬ 
poration that ran the mall 


to get them to override lo¬ 
cal management’s decision. 

“They just don’t trust 
you. They always think 
you’re up to something or 
that you don’t have enough 
experience,” she says. 


Such barriers are exactly 
what Volunteer Canada is 
trying to help youth break 
down. 

A report from the organ¬ 
ization — which identifies 
itself as the national voice 


for volunteerism in Canada 
— found that youth are gen¬ 
erally seen as being in need 
of services instead of being 
perceived as a group with 
skills that can contribute 
to volunteer initiatives. It 
also found a feeling among 
youth that their opinions 
and insights aren’t valued, 
respected or taken into ac¬ 
count. 

“Young people are very 
engaged, but they contrib¬ 
ute the fewest number of 
hours. We really need to 
make sure that they’re get¬ 
ting what they want out 
of a volunteer opportun¬ 
ity,” says Ruth Mackenzie, 
president and CEO of Volun¬ 
teer Canada. 

“We found that they feel 
discriminated against when 
they’re looking for volun¬ 
teer opportunities, there 
was assumptions made that 
they don’t have the skills.” 

In trying to sustain youth 
volunteer efforts. Volunteer 
Canada recently worked 
with Manulife Canada to 
develop a suite of online 
tools to help tap into youth 
potential. 

They include a self-as¬ 
sessment tool that helps 
youth identify skills and 
interests they can apply to 
volunteering. A tip sheet on 
how organizations can be¬ 
come more youth-friendly 
will soon be online as well.

Bubba Watson started the day 
by watching the rarest shot in 
golf He ended another thrill-a- 
minute Simday at Augusta Na¬ 
tional with a signature shot of 
his own to win tiie Masters. 

So deep in the trees right 
of the 10th fairway that he 
couldn’t even see the green, 
Watson hooked a wedge off the 
pine needles from 155 yards 
to about 10 feet from the hole. 


That set up a par, good enough 
to beat Louis Oosthuizen on the 
second playoff hole. 

“If I’ve got a swing. I’ve got a 
shot,” Watson said. 

It was Oosthuizen who set 
the tone for this wild day with a 
double eagle — only the fourth 
in Masters history—on the par- 
5 second hole when his 4-iron 
from 253 yards landed on the 
front of tire green and roUed 


some 90 feet into the hole for 
a two. 

“Somehow it feU in my 
hands today,” said Watson, who 
closed with a 68. “It’s amazing. 
It’s a blur, the last nine holes 
I don’t remember an54hing. 
Somehow I guess I cried aU my 
tears out.” 

He was blubbering hard on 
the 10th green, shoulders heav¬ 
ing, for so many reasons. Just 


two weeks ago, he and his wife 
adopted a baby boy, Caleb. The 
first person on the green was 
his mother — his father died 
right after the Ryder Cup in 
2010. And suddenly, the power¬ 
ful lefty with a million shots in 
the bag was a major champion. 

“I never got this far in my 
dreams,” Watson said in Butler 
cabin, where defending cham¬ 
pion Chari Schwartzel helped 
him into the green jacket. 

Former British Open cham¬ 
pion Oosthuizen was trying 
to join Gene Sarazen in the 
1935 Masters as the only ma¬ 
jor champions to win with a 
double eagle in the final roimd.
